"We 
felt wc could use those rcsourcs more 
effectively for other types of pa- 
tients." 

As for making an artificial heart, 
"it's possible. It's just that there arc 
problems yet to be resolved. We think 
the ultimale objective ought to be to 
find ways to prevent these diseases, 
cure them, keep the heart lunctlonlnE 
normally."" — - — 

He said he woitld be happy if the
